terfeits is numbered D. 47003872. The 
face plato number is 1104 and the 
back plate number is 782: Tho sig- 
nature of W. T. Vernon register of 
the treasury, and Charles H. Treat, 
register of the treasury of tho United 
States appear on the face of the bill. 


Tho bill Is printed from photo me- 


chanical plates on one piece of paper. 


It Is marked In red and bluo ink 


In imitation of the silk flbro which Is 
found between tho two pieces of paper 
of which genuine money Is made."

Regglo, a town eight 
miles from Messina, Is also In ruins 
and the loss of life there Is probably 
as great as at Messina.

But, aft- 
er all. as a bale of skins was rathor a 
bulky roll of money to carry about. It 
was customary to cut off small utrlpa 
as tokens of ownership and pass tliatn 
from hand to hand, while the skins 
wore deposited In recognized places of 
security. Proof of rightful ownership 
was demonstrated when the strip was 
ntted to the part from which It had 
been detached. Trickery In substitut- 
ing another skin was not so easy as 
might be Imagined, because It seldom 
happened that two skins would prove 
so exactly similar In shade and length 
of fur whore the strip was cut off as 
to deceive even the eye of a novice.
